Pttlbr if^t ; i4r. Chairmen and Geneleraen: On behalf 

Of the Member. the Committee on Foreign Relations and other 
Members or the Senate of the United State., I welcome you to 
thie Informal meeting in this historic Comnlttee room. 

Onder oar Constitutlorml system, the Committee on Foreign 
Relations has a particular reaponslblllty regarding our relatio^na 
With the Soviet Union and all other foreign countries. 

I have long believed that iioetlnga between people who have 
different views about important matters la an appropriate way 
to proceed. We are glad to have you here today, and I am glad 
you and our President are to have conversations about oui’ relations 

Your country and our country are powerful communities with 
vast natural resources and with energetic and talented people. 

It would be difficult to put a limit upon what either of our 
countries individually can accon^lish given the desire to do It. 

r.y working together, the principal afflictions of the people 
of the v;hole world might well be eliminated. 

Even competitive coexistence, with significant mutual reduc- 
tion Of a^naments. will give the world an opportunity to make vast 
strides in raising the living standards of people everywhere. 

A nuclear war between our countries can bring only universal 
devastation and abject misery to all mankind. 

1 believe you, Mr. Chairman, when you say you do not wish to 
settle our differences by nuclear warfare. I can assure you 
this counti*y doosn^t ^Ish to eithos:*. 

The problem, Mr. Chairman, as I see it, is — do you and 
do we f»ave enough wisdom and patience to find the means to avoid 
war; to engage in peaceful competition m such a manner as to 

avoid bringing about a war, even Inadvertently or by adventurous 
third parties’; 

.■t foie iiivxting you to aitikc whatever statement to us you 

llte to Bay to io, oollea^oo tl.at 
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follov/ing the Chairman 'b rejnarks* if he is agi^eeable, 1 
shall call upon the Membera of the Senate each to ask one 
question of the Chairman. If there should be Bdfficient time, 

a seoOTKi round may be possible . 

Mr. Chalxtnan, many of us observed you on television cxs 
you addressed the Press Club and answered questions a couple 
of hours ago. We are glad that, in a sense, we are nov.’ to 
continue that conversation, and now we await with much Interest 

what< 5 var you csr 0 to say to us. 

Mr. Khrushchev t It is dlfficiat to drink and talk at 
the sam e time. As a raatter of fact, v<e have seen speakers 
who managed to drink and speak at the same time. But, in genex'al 
I am in favor of tea. 

Senator Fulbrlght ; Well, we might find some vodka, or 
same bourbon, if you pi:*efer. 

Mrj_K; It is a ralscCMiceptlon to think that the Russians 
have such a proclivity for vodka, because if they only drink 
vodka, they would not have time to launch rockets to the moon. 
Drunkards can’t do that. -- But, that is a Joke. 

Mr. Chairman, I can say that I am a reader of your speeches 
and statements, and I would like to express my gratitude for 
your invitation, and to say that I agree in full with everything 
you Just had to say. There are probably other Senators present 
here, not only members of the Committee. 

Senator Pulbright; Th&t is right, some of our senior 
Senators, and most infl\»entlal Senators. 

I would like to express nqr sincere appreciation 
for this honor which has been rendered me of meeting you. You 
^op5l, on Whom in a large measure depends the direction of 
the policies of this great country of the United States, 'mere- 
fore, it is a pleasur*e for «» to meet you to try to answer 
your questions, as far as my strength and wisdom permits me, 
the more so since I feel that 1 have known practicaay all 
of ; you a long time but up to nov. you have been sort or 
ethereal beings, to me, novi, you have appeared in flesh. 
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TaevG Is hardly a Senator, (srescnt here whose stateinents 
and speeches I haven’t road. You will not be surprised If I say 
that 1 do not agi*ee \;ith much of what you say in the Senate, but 
even though I share your being here, I should speak the truth 
in that. It la no good recollecting what Senator said something 
ba-ti or s«aethlng good in the past. Tl«t is a matter of the past. 
We naxst face the future more and liave wladOB enough to secure 
peace for our countries and for the wiiole world. We have always 
had great respect for the American people. W© have also been some- 
what envious of y«ir achlevmnents in the eecmomlc field, and for 
that reason, we are doing oui’ best to try to catch up with you in 
that field, to conqpete with you, and when w© do catch up, to imjve 
further ahead. I should aay that future generations would be 
grateful to ua if we managed to aviitch our efforts from stockpiling 
and perfecting weapons and concentrate those efforts fully on 
competition in the econoinlo field. We are prepared for such com- 
petition. I should say that that is possible <aily under one 
condition. 

I don't consider Myself to be a young person, and being 
elderly, I can say that elderly people like old things. When a 
man buys a new pair of shoes, he does not feel comfortable in them, 
often, and throtfs than off sometimes and tadces back the old pair 
of worn out shoes, to feel more comfortable. 'Hiings like that 
liappen in a wider feel, too. When sc^ething new is born, it takes 
time for people to get used to it. 

Or, to talce another exanq)le, who of us has not been disap- 
pointed sometimes in life when a daughter was bore instead of a 
son, or a granddaughter instead of a grandson, but saaetimes nature 

provides a different result frcsn what a man would want — a result 
not 

which Is/dependent upon the wishes of the person concerned. 

People liave always fought for progress. In the past when there 
was a change-aver frm feudalism to capitalism, for instance, there 
have been revolutions in mny countx'les. 
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When you fought your wm* of independence against 
I am sure the King of England wmt no cieasagea of gwstine to you, 
hut irrespective of that, you stippled on until you achieved your 
alina. Yoar Civil War ala© t»#a progressive event, a struMsle 
for the dignity of man, and the name of Lincoln as the leader of 
that stmiggle v.iill live forever In Wxe minds of Me was a 

raost hxaann person who gave his life vip f«t* the dignity of mn. 

Now a new kind of society - a socialist society - has given 
birth, first In one country, and now in others - 12 or 13. You 
do not accept that nev; form of society, but the appearance of a 
new society in some isirtlcular eamtry cannot be controlled fixjm 
outside by other countries » no more than can the birth of a grand- 
daughter instead of a grandson. And, tlwr«fore if we recognize 
that fact - that Is to say, to recognize the right of any people 
to choose the kind of society that they laant - if that fact altme 
is recognized, we should be able to secure peace on this earth. 

We want nothing fi*oin any other country. ¥e have everytlilng we 
need for the development of our eccmoray. We have demonstrated 
this by the progress mde in our country. The develi^praents in other 
socialist conaitrles we think have alifsys confirmed that. Ws think 
that the practice In our country has confirmed our ooeimunist theories 
We think that the social system we have is best fitted for our 
country. You must accept that, w© do not ask approval from you. 

But this fact - the fact of ttie existence of a new soolty In some 
countries - must be accepted like, for example, I have come to 
accept this thing that I have on my face. It has bothered me and 
I can do without it, so mmft the f^t that a new society exists 
mamt be recogpilzed. That in fact is the nain taxing. Hiere is no 
other problem, and if that is reeo^ized, we should be able to 
secure firm and lasting peace. If, hpwev«p, tbat fact is not 
recognized, would hardly be able to avoid a o<»^llct. 'Phat 
would mean tm% ym wczild be trying to bring about a charge in 
the social systems of the countries which have chosen a socialist 
way of life, and the peoples concerned would certainly defend 
tl'MmselveSi t^ch would bring about a conflict. 
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If’ I taay be allowed to say a few critical i*emarks, ’ 

1 would say thlSu For Instance, approprlatlwv by toe ConEi cai. 
of funds for* subversive activltes In other ccnmtpSlll 
whlcti can hardly be conduclv»,^’'^l&se and peaceful coexistence. 

I lodk uixin that as an unreasonifeie act, and Sf«aklng In tera^ijll' 
a businesBKBn, that Is an enterprise v.hich yields no p^pofit. Tfic 
capital appropriated ywt yl^ds no profit, and toai<afi^ the 
appropriations are unreascmbla, I do not want to preach to you. 
You are responsible for yottr own political aotions, I do not 


nn know what the oiastoBt Is here * bow you look upon §^sts who 
make etateronts that do not coincide Vito the views dP' the hosts « 
but in our country when guests come we welcome suoh statements. 

My r-Qaarks Jiave been rather lengthy, but I want to <mee again 
express my appreoiaticm for having been invited here and to repeat 


that the only 


iiave In mind is to bring about peace 


and friendship with other ccxoitrles • yours included. We bear 
heavy i^esponslbllity before the pec^le and we must do our fcuaxai 
best to meet the aspirations of tot People and toe main toing to 
vihich the people aspire today is peace. No doubt ycxi prefer your 
own social system. Ve have nOtoing to say af^nst that. Live 
under that system as long as you like, but recognize the fact that 
we prefer a different <wie and want to^ive under that. There was 
a time idiea people were burned for saying that the earth rotates. 
But there is no slmpletcm today who does *»t believe in that. 

Can you not recognize the possibility that < 9 lnl<ms about social 
systons may not be entirely correct? But that is your business. 

What is needed is to recc^nlze the status «p»o, meaning that 
there exist two different social sgstms <m this earth today, 
and that we nust learn to live bearing that fact in mind; namely, 
the existence of two different systesas in a world divided thus. 

Since I have permitted myself to make some critical r«narks 
in ray statement, 1 have C3?eated the condltlona fen* you to act 
similarly. 1 am prepared to listen to th«s and to reply. 

Thank you. 
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Sej^tor Mr, Chalman, I know we have ali enjoyed 

iwar remariCE. I partlctOerljr liked your last refererwe, men you 
sal^ that In your country tljay welcome critical roierks and that 
you offered sooie aiMi that this c^)ene tt»e gate for z*eJolnders and 
that they will not be resented. If I night start the questions 
bef<»« I call on sene of my colleagues, I would like to pose this 
one!';.; 

1 tiilnk there Is sosne difference in the way we use words In 
your country and In our country. When you say that we appropriate^ 
funds for subversive activities, I m afraid I don’t understand ^ 
you because I do not believe that v?e have tried to subvert. On 
the contraiTf, we have moved to help countries such as the Philippines 
to take independeruje If they ehoose It. Uhls la purely by way of 
background. My question is this. 

Last night you said somethlr« very similar to what you liave 
Just said, but I will quote it: ”Our countries have different 

social systems. We believe our system to be better— and you believe 
youiB to be better . But sui*ely we should not bring quarrels out onto 
the arena of open struggle. Let history Jud^ which of us Is right. 
If we agree to accept this principle, then we can build our relations 
on the basis of peace and friendship. 

.’•tr. Chairman, I think that is a good atatmaent. I believe we 
can agree to accept this principle if you and your allies accept it 
and If you and they refrain from using force to make independent 
peoples accept your system. 

Wg arrai^ed with the President teat with our meeting 
with him we would proceed, both of us, on the condition that vie 
would not discuss the affairs of other countries besides the affairs 
of our countries because neither of us iias received the authority to 
do so on the part of the others. 

S'lnator Pulbrlght ; My question is, how can we x'ely on this 
principle, which I think isa good one, when we see the attacks 
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:l>y armed forces of your allies i;qpon countries such as Korea* 

Tibet and now Laos. This la not letting history Judge* 
judgii^ by the awozKl. 

K .; you see, this «iould mean that we would be dlBcussiriS 
the actions of a third councry, not ycwr country or our country. 

We think that the best way out would be for you to est**lish 
dli^ct discusaicwiB with those ctHintries and discuss the niatter 
yourself. Interwediaries in these matters would do no good. yM 
You probably know where Chim. is geograi^ically. I represent the 
Soviet Union - not China. 1 would be glad to answer any questions 
you have regarding the Soviet Unicoi. 

Senator Pulbrlght s Let me put it in another way. I am sux'e 
you are convinced of your system, but suppose it becomes clear that 
the ncffi-coiBBunist countries out-producing the communist countries 
and are attz^cting the allegiance of more and more of the world's 
people as compared to the communist system, will you accept this 
without the use of force, and is thei^ si^ way you can give us 
assurance that you will. 

Mr. K .! I would willingly reply to this. If history were to 
show that the capitalist system Is more able to develop the creative 
force, the productive force than the camaunlst system, I would be 
the first to raise my hand in favor of the capitalist system against 
the cocBiiunlst, because one cannot be tat in favor of any system 
which brings nothing but poverty to the people. In that case I 
would face the question of whether I should Join the Republican 
or the Democratic party. Although* ft^nkly speaking, I don't see 
much difference, and therefore the choice would be a very difficult 
one. 

Senator Fulbrtjd^t: How can he be so lacking in dlscriminatlcai? 

I can tell him whi^ is the best party. 2^omasnt addressed to the 
interpreter, Mr. Trt^yanovslg^ 


Mr. . K . ; JCo, I prefer to take the deolslon rayaelf. 1 am sure 
I know the advice you pers<»mlly would give, but I am not sure tliat 
the adi^oe is the <n>rrtat dtiS. But I dem't »mnt to interfere in 
your 2o^/gavei%B[««ftaoiwRfifi&iippo8oo42-i 
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Senator mbrlght t V<^<! the Chairman bo wlUlne to accept 
the two-party Byatem If anyMif your allies obMe that? 

K. ; If the people of the eountry concerned were to 
prefer fiiat It would be up to the eountry to say. 

Senator Ptabrlght : Now, Mr. Ciiainaan, I would like to turn 

to the senior member of the Senate. He has been in Congress since 
1311. Htr is President pro t4wa of the Senate# which is the 
highest honor that we, the Senators, can bestow. And he is Chair- 
man of the Committee on Approprlatlwis, whioh is, in a sense, the 
most powerful Costnlttee In this body. 

*• Ibht is the Committee on whom apprc^rlaticms for 
subversive activities depends? ySailin^ 

Senator Hayden : i ask this question because 1 know Chairman 
Fulbrlght has be«i interested. Would you bs in favor of expanding 
the scope of international educatioml exchanges? 

: Yes, we are in favor of widening these contacts, but 
1 have been told by our Mr. Zhukov, Chairman of our Committee on 
Cultural Helatlcms with o^er countries, that the American side 
has now provided us with their draft of a new agreraaent forl96o 
for cultural relations, and that draft pxxnrldos for some curtailment 
of our c<»itact8 as eom^red to this ysar. 

Mr. Zhukov: If I may, I would like to add that this past 
year has been a year of very wide cultural omtacts between our 
two countries. The counter draft advanced by the State Department 
provides for <Mily two large-scale exchangas for i 960 and «U.y one 
for 1961 . 

Senator Fulbrlght ; I thlr* there are perhaps two aspects of 
this. Is he thinking of tl» student and leader grants, or cmly 
of the artistic exchanges sueh as the ballet. 

Mr. Zhidcov; Out of the 14 exchanges in the technical field 
which we suggested, all of ttwwB were turned down by the State 
Department and the counter pi^oposstls made have been c^siderably 
less than the 14 we suggested. 
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Oat of tile 10 projects suggested by State Depertmeait In tech- 
nical exohangeSf we accepted 5 smd euggested tdaat If the State 
Department would able to accept at least 3 «»t of the 17 we sug- 
gested, we could cone to an agreesi^nt. be would not be behind in 
these exchanges because we ax« in favor of wide artistic and techni- 
cal and scientific exc^tax^es. 

Mr. K. : 1 can emfim this last statement. 

Senator PulbrlfOxt t How, Mr, Chairman, tiie Majority Leader of 
the Senate is from Texas, the largest - t^e seomd laziest state 
in the country. Senator Lynd<xi Johason. 

S nator Johnsogu | believe you have indicated that you would 
be willing to engage in Joint exqploraticni ^ outer space. Does 
that mean that you are willing to exchange scientists and engage 
in Joint projects? 

Mr, K. ; No doubt. 

Semtor J<^msom Why have yau not participated in the United 
NatlOTs Ad Hoc Coewittee? 

Mr. K . ; I believe you know the reply to tihat. F3ecause an 
attempt was made to place us in the position of a poor relation in 
that CoBBilttee and we wanted to have parity with you. Since you 
would not do so, we said we would not talcm part. For the tixoe being, 
in practice only you ark! we can do anything about outer space. If 
that fact is recognized, we oould find th« organizational forms. 

We would not v»nt to take part In a Committee to listen to the 
preaching of others while we would be in a positlcm of poor rela- 
tions there. Y<»i must not try to do harm to our self-esteem. We 
won’t do it either. We can cooperate if that Is understood. 

Senator Pulteli^t i Next, Mr. Chairman. This is very interest- 
ing; they call me Chairtaan, but 1 think lnfli;Mnoe is somewhat 
less thsui yours. I want to call now on the Miziorlty Leader. As 
the leader of the Rej^blicans, he represents the Minority Party. 

He is from Illinois and is one of our most Influential members. 
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few Dlrksent Itr. Chairman, I have two (xaestlona,^ 


first one la that. If It Is true that nemqaper (tl^tehes fraii 
'UostGOM are atlll being censored. Is there any hope that the cen- 
sorship will be lifted so that free dlapatohes oan be sent, as 
they ai?e s®nt fron the United States to ttie Soviet Union? 

t4r. K . r ?ou Bee, each of our countries haa its own traditions 
and constitutions. For liuitanee, a person can print jaractically 
anything he wants in your press. In our oountry If sooetme 
were to suggest an article for a newspaper containing appeals 
to war, that ax^lele would be turned down and the person would 
be put under trial because we have a law pr<M.bltlng auiy war- 
luce appeals. 

But everything that Is cwiduclve to better relations between 
countries and to the consolidation of people can be free to be 
sent out. 

Senator PlrkBem Thei*e isn’t the allghtest restriction 
on Tass or any other paper on what they send to Viashlngton. They 
sit free and send what they like. I am sgieaklr® about uncensored 
dispatches from ocHTespondents frcxa the Soviet Union, I understand 
that they are still censored. 

Mr. K .; I must say tiiat I read rather closely the dispatches 
sent by many American correspondents from our counti*y and I find 
many of them very reasonable. As a matter of fact, there have 
been rnany occasions when I have thought them so good that I have 
asked our people to republish thc^n in our newspapers. As for 
Tass, I might say that if a Tass correspaident v;ere to send 
dispatches from this country which ai^ mendacious in character, 
he would be recalled by the aigency - x’eeaUdd back heme by the 
agency. But, for Instance, If saae corrciH>ondent were to send 
fr«n Moscow a dispatch of ttie nature somethli^ like the first 
question which v/as offered to ^ at the Press Conference today, 

I am afraid our telegraph girls who send them over - our cable- 
grams - would refuse to send them over themselves. Therefore, 
as I say, we have certain rulee at the present time in our country 
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Swiator DdlrkBen; *Fhat sieam that censorship will MmtlniW? 

Mr. K, ; I dild^'t call it canffTship. 

Senator Mrkeen : !teva you another muse €ov It? 

Mr. K .: Well, you can think of a naoe yourself. It's the 

same as we have an az*tiole In our laws jupeventlng hooliganlara, for 
Instance . 

Mr. Zhukov ; I could give the Senator scxae examples of the 
things which foreign correspondents in our country try to send 
out — things whi^ ai?e utterly offensive awl in fact tantamomit 
to hooliganism. 

Senator Dirkeen ; Of course we place no restriction, v/e 
have oct^lete freedom of travel in our country. Wg place no 
restriction on this. We do not say, ' You can go to New York 
- not to Cp-llfomla." Is there complete freedom in the Soviet 
Union, and if not, is it proposed to permit it? 

Mr. K. ! We could come to terms by offering you two miles 
for every - two miles in our country for every one mile 
travelled by our people in this country. But there is no reason 
for pe<^le to try to raalce ttteir ways Into otlwr peoples ' bed- 
rooms when they art locked. That is considered undignified. 

Some pe< 9 le have a taste for pMping into other peoples' bed- 
rooBS. 

Mr. Adzhubeit I will add that the S««ator is not quite 
exact because, tor instanaeii our Soviet coxrespondenta to the 
United Nations xn very imicti restricted in their movements in 
this country, and personally, a year or ago I was not allow<3d 
to travel even through the United States from South America whex^ 
he was, despite the fact that 1 appealed perawially to Mr. Dulles. 

Mr. K. ; Mr. Oromyko has just told me that without special 
pennisslon a person cmhp ecuntry ^ w i tho ut e p e oinl permlnnlffl^ can 
not even travel from Waslilngton to Hmt York. 
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Mr. K. : ait I Will give a more direct «n«wer. You want to 

travel anywhei^ you want in our comtry. If* v/e abolish military 
bases twi foreign territory, viltYv&ttm foreign troops to within 
their national frontier - if that Is doiM, you w<mld get pemisslon 
to go amywhere you like In oor eountry. Bitt lUmfi our country is 
8ux*rounded and circled by yoBar.mllltaxy baMS, and you want to 
have your correspcwidents or^ people tmder the guise of eorrespwi- 
dents go to places idiere we do n<Ht mutt th«a to go, we would regard 
that as military Intelligence. M|t f or that reason, we have closed 
up to foreign travel certain parts of our country which are par- 
ticularly liqportant for tile eountry *s defense. 

S .nator Pulbrlaht ; I would like to call wi the Chairman of 
the Armed Services Committee who, I believe, ranks second In 
service In the Senate and who is twie of the nK>st influential 
numbers of our body. 

Senator Russell ; It is easy to see that our guest would 
be a most foz?mldable antagonist In uny parliamentary forum anywhere 
in the world. 

Mr. K . : Not an antagcmiet but a defender. 

not only 

Semtor Ftussell : He apparaitly/knows all the details about 

the goverment of his own country, which Isa great achievement, 
but he knowe the hlstcny of this country, I must say that I am 
amazed that he is so fully Informed as to the attitude of the people 
of this country as to express the view that the American pec^le, 
or any substantial number of than, have ar^ desire to interfere in 
the internal affairs of Russia or to control the kiikl of goverment 
they may have. 

And I know of no appropriations anywhere for any subversive
